AS W. VA. GRID COACH

26 — Bill Karn, who was toasted 
aa “coach of the year” in 1938, 
came to th* other end of the road 
today when he gave up bis job at 
West Virginia after a mid-season 
coUaps* In which his highly-rated 
football ta a a lost four atralght 
game*. 
Kern, a hard-working ooaoh, who 
wa* tralnad In football fundamen­ 
tals by th* famed et|ategist Jock 
Sutherland, gave no specific rea­ 
son for his resignation, hut Intim­ 
ated that It waa because of th* 
failure of the team to maintain 
it* early season pac* In which It 
won four game* In a row before 
folding up. 
He revealed hie decision to quit 
to hie play ere yesterday just be­ 
fore they went on the practice 
field to work out for their last 
game of the season against Pitts­ 
burgh on Saturday. Ha read them 
a brief letter of resignation which 
stated that “under the circum­ 
stance, I think It for the bast in­ 
teract! of both the university and 
myself that I 'resign as head foot­ 
ball coach.”
